Thomas  A.  Yawkey 


“The  finest  sportsman  I  have  met  in  all  my  years  of 
association  with  baseball.” 

That’s  how  Bill  Veeck  described  Tom  Yawkey  at  the 
annual  Boston  Baseball  Writer’s  Dinner  last  winter,  when 
the  City  of  Boston  presented  Mr.  Yawkey  with  a  plaque 
commemorating  his  thirty  years  of  ownership  of  the 
Boston  Red  Sox. 

Veeck's  sentiment  has  been  echoed  many  times  in  the 
past  thirty  years,  as  time  and  again,  Tom  Yawkey  has 
shown  his  dedication  to  the  game  of  baseball  through  its 
most  critical  years. 

Thomas  Austin  Yawkey  was  born  in  Detroit,  Feb.  21, 
1903.  His  foster-father,  William  H.  Yawkey,  the  famed 
industrialist,  was  President  and  owner  of  the  Detroit 
Tigers  in  Tom’s  early  years,  so  his  indoctrination  into 
baseball  was  a  natural  thing.  It  came  in  a  period  when 
the  Tigers  had  many  of  the  super  stars  of  the  game,  Ty 
Cobb  and  others,  and  baseball  became  the  young  man’s 
game. 


He  played  himself  at  Irving  School  and  at  Yale  Uni¬ 
versity  and  his  interest  deepened. 

In  1933,  when  he  purchased  the  Boston  Red  Sox,  he 
took  over  a  club  which  was  sadly  in  need  of  rebuilding 
and  a  ballpark  in  need  of  renovation.  In  just  a  few  years 
time,  he  had  built  the  Red  Sox  into  one  of  the  top  power 
clubs  in  the  game,  and  soon  Fenway  Park  became  one 
of  the  most  beautiful,  most  comfortable  and  best  kept 
parks  in  the  nation. 

Although  the  Red  Sox  fortunes  have  suffered  in  recent 
years,  he  has  never  lost  his  enthusiasm.  His  desire  to 
make  the  Red  Sox  a  real  challenger  in  the  American 
League  has  been  evidenced  by  the  gradual  rebuilding  of 
the  Red  Sox  farm  system  and  the  organizational  changes 
of  recent  years. 

No  less  than  28  players  on  the  Red  Sox  official  40  man 
roster  are  products  of  the  Red  Sox  farm  system.  Over  the 
past  six  or  seven  years,  the  farm  system  has  produced 
such  stars  as  Frank  Malzone  in  1957,  Bill  Monbouquette 
in  1959,  Carl  Yastrzemski  in  1961,  Dick  Radatz  in  1962 
and  the  latest  with  great  promise,  Dave  Morehead  in 
1963,  and  the  future  looks  brighter,  with  several  promis¬ 
ing  youngsters  rapidly  gaining  the  necessary  experience 
for  Fenway  Park. 

The  most  rabid  Red  Sox  fans  in  New  England  cannot 
match  the  eagerness  and  anticipation  with  which  Tom 
Yawkey  awaits  the  day  when  the  Red  Sox,  with  the  aid 
of  the  stars  already  on  hand  and  the  youngsters  coming 
up,  will  once  more  be  challenging  annually  for  the 
American  League  pennant. 

Through  the  winter  months  he  is  in  constant  touch 
with  Fenway  Park  from  his  home  in  Georgetown,  South 
Carolina.  He  keeps  information  about  the  entire  Red 
Sox  organization  at  his  fingertips,  and  during  the  season 
he’s  a  familiar  figure  at  Fenway  Park  watching  each 
game  intently. 

In  his  capacity  as  Vice-President  of  the  American 
League  he  has  a  strong  part  to  play  in  all  the  major 
changes  of  recent  years,  and  his  decisions  have  always 
been  made  in  the  best  interests  of  baseball  as  a  whole, 
and  not  necessarily  what  might  have  been  selfishly  best 
for  his  own  Boston  Red  Sox. 

As  President  of  the  famed  “Jimmy  Fund”  of  Boston, 
the  popular  name  for  the  Children's  Cancer  Research 
Foundation,  he  has  been  a  pillar  of  strength  in  the  battle 
against  cancer  in  little  children,  and  annually  he  spends 
much  time,  money  and  effort  to  enrich  and  improve  this 
great  crusade. 

Probably  the  most  apt  title  he  has  ever  received  came 
from  His  Eminence,  Richard  Cardinal  Cushing,  who  des¬ 
cribed  Tom  Yawkey  as  “Boston’s  Own  Mr.  Baseball.” 
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Vice  President 

Mike  Higgins 

There  are  very  few  baseball  executives  who  could  offer 
the  extensive  baseball  background  that  Mike  Higgins  had 
when  he  was  promoted  to  Executive  Vice-President  of 
the  Red  Sox  in  October,  1962,  after  serving  as  field 
manager  for  seven  full  years. 

All  told,  Mike  managed  some  15  years  and  prior  to 
that  he  could  point  to  17  years  as  a  player,  practically  all 
of  them  in  the  major  leagues. 

Michael  F.  Higgins  was  born  May  27,  1909  in  Red 
Oak,  Texas  and  was  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Texas  in  1930.  He  immediately  joined  the  Philadelphia 
Athletics  under  the  legendary  Connie  Mack,  and  soon, 
as  “Pinky”  Higgins,  he  •  became  one  of  baseball’s  best 
third  basemen  and  most  feared  hitters. 

His  first  association  with  the  Red  Sox  came  in  1937 
when  he  was  traded  to  Boston.  After  two  good  seasons, 
he  was  swapped  to  the  Detroit  Tigers  where  he  remained 
until  1945.  After  spending  that  year  in  the  U.  S.  Navy, 
he  came  back  to  Boston  and  helped  the  Red  Sox  win 
the  1946  American  League  pennant. 

Higgins  became  a  manager  in  the  Red  Sox  farm  system 
the  following  year,  and  gradually  worked  his  way  up  the 
ladder  until  he  took  over  the  Red  Sox  in  Fenway  Park 
in  1955.  He  was  named  “American  League  Manager  of 
the  Year”  in  1955,  when  he  brought  the  club  home  a 
strong  fourth.  All  told,  in  15  years  of  managing,  his 
clubs  finished  out  of  the  first  division  only  four  times. 

The  great  power  hitting  of  slugger  Dick  Stuart  and  the 
outstanding  relief  pitching  of  Jack  Lamabe  in  1963,  both 
of  them  obtained  from  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  in  Higgins’ 
biggest  trade  to  date  in  his  new  position,  is  a  tribute  to 
the  baseball  know-how  which  he  possesses  and  which  has 
earned  him  the  respect  and  friendship  of  baseball  men 
everywhere. 


Vice  President 

Dick  O’Connell 

In  the  Red  Sox  front  office  “team,”  Mike  Higgins’  ex¬ 
tensive  baseball  background  is  excellently  complemented 
by  the  thorough  knowledge  of  the  business  operations  of 
a  major  league  baseball  franchise,  which  Dick  O'Connell 
possesses. 

He  had  been  associated  with  the  Red  Sox  for  some  14 
years,  when  he  was  made  an  Executive  Vice-President  in 
September,  1960.  Prior  to  his  promotion,  he  had  been 
the  Red  Sox  business  manager  and  director  of  all  Fenway 
Park  operations  for  several  years. 

The  first  Greater  Boston  native  to  become  a  front 
office  leader  of  the  Red  Sox,  he  was  born  in  Withrop, 
Mass.  He  graduated  from  Boston  College  in  1937,  and 
received  his  Master’s  Degree  there  in  1938.  After  playing 
both  baseball  and  football  at  Winthrop  High  and  Boston 
College,  he  became  a  teacher-coach  before  entering  the 
U.  S.  Navy  in  1942. 

As  an  officer  in  Naval  Intelligence  in  the  Pacific  Area, 
he  played  a  vital  part  in  the  planning  of  all  Pacific  inva¬ 
sions  in  1943  to  Okinawa  in  1945. 

In  1946,  he  was  appointed  business  manager  of  the 
Lynn  Red  Sox  in  the  old  New  England  League,  and 
came  in  to  Fenway  Park  in  1948  and  climbed  steadily  in 
the  club's  administration  setup.  During  this  time  he  was 
recognized  as  one  of  New  England’s  top  high  school  and 
college  football  officials. 

In  the  past  few  years  he  has  taken  an  active  part  in 
several  major  league  committees,  appointed  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner,  to  deal  with  many  of  the  complex  problems 
which  baseball  in  general  faces  in  an  expansion  period. 


The  Front  Office 


Neil  T.  Mahoney  —  Director,  Minor  League  System 

Moved  into  the  top  spot,  directing  the  activities  of  the  six  Red  Sox  farm  clubs  and  the  far 
flung  scouting  system,  in  September,  1960.  Another  Greater  Boston  native,  Neil  Mahoney 
was  one  of  the  area’s  top  semipro  catchers  known  and  respected  for  his  all  round  knowl¬ 
edge  of  baseball.  Graduated  from  Northeastern  University  and  later  coached  baseball  at 
Bowdoin  College,  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  as  a  scout  in  1939.  He  was 
supervisor  of  Eastern  scouting  before  being  promoted  to  Minor  League  Director.  He  is  also 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pacific  Cost  League.  Mr.  Mahoney  makes  his 
home  in  Chestnut  Hill,  Mass. 


Joseph  T.  Cummiskey  —  Treasurer 

A  graduate  of  Suffolk  Law  School,  Joe  Cummiskey  had  wide  experience  in  both  law  and 
accounting  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1948.  He  served  as  a  Lieutenant-Com¬ 
mander  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II  and  now  handles  many  of  the  complicated  legal  and 
financial  affairs  connected  with  a  modern  major  league  baseball  operation.  He  lives  in  Bel¬ 
mont.  Mass. 


Thomas  B.  Dowd  —  Traveling  Secretary 

One  of  New  England’s  best  known  toastmasters  and  after-dinner  speakers,  Tom  Dowd  is 
now  the  senior  road  secretary  in  the  American  League.  His  duties  have  become  increasingly 
involved  because  of  the  problems  in  moving  the  entire  Red  Sox  ball  club  from  coast  to  coast 
under  American  League  expansion.  For  many  years  following  his  graduation  from  Holy  Cross 
he  was  one  of  the  best  known  National  Football  League  officials,  and  in  recent  years  was  a 
football  radio  commentator.  He  lives  in  West  Roxbury,  Mass. 


William  C.  Crowley  —  Director,  Public  Relations 

Became  Public  Relations  Director  in  October,  1960,  after  serving  for  three  seasons  as  one 
of  Curt  Gowdy’s  broadcasting  partners.  A  native  of  Dorchester,  Crowley  was  a  World  War 
II  bomber  pilot  prior  to  his  graduation  from  Boston  University.  He  also  holds  a  Master’s 
Degree  from  the  University  of  Minnesota.  A  newspaperman,  before  entering  radio  in  1949, 
for  several  years  served  as  Sports  Information  Director  and  Instructor  in  Economics  at  Holy 
Cross  College.  He  resides  in  Needham,  Mass. 


Milton  J.  Bolling  —  Executive  Assistant 

Former  Red  Sox  shortstop,  whose  career  was  cut  short  by  injuries,  he  returned  to  the 
organization  three  years  ago  as  Executive  Assistant.  In  this  capacity,  he  has  been  involved 
in  all  phases  of  the  club’s  organization,  including  special  scouting  assignments  for  the  Red 
Sox  minor  league  system.  Like  his  brother,  Frank,  All  Star  second  baseman  of  the  Mil¬ 
waukee  Braves,  he  is  a  graduate  of  Spring  Hill  College  in  his  native  Mobile,  Alabama.  He 
was  a  successful  trucking  executive  in  the  South  before  returning  to  baseball.  His  home  is 
in  Sharon,  Mass. 


John  M.  Malaney  —  Associate  Director,  Public  Relations 

He  chronicled  the  activities  of  the  Red  Sox  for  many  years  for  Boston  newspapers  before 
joining  the  Red  Sox  staff  as  Assistant  to  Joe  McKenney,  now  the  American  League  pub¬ 
licity  director.  Jack  Malaney  was  President  of  the  Baseball  Writer’s  Association  of  America 
in  1944,  and  after  serving  the  Red  Sox  as  Public  Relations  Director  in  1959  and  1960,  now 
continues  as  associate.  His  home  is  in  Dedham,  Mass.

Possibly  the  best  indirect  tribute  that  could  be  paid  to 
the  continuing  development  of  the  extensive  Red  Sox 
farm  system  under  Neil  Mahoney  and  his  able  assistant, 

Ed  Kenney,  came  last  December  when  no  less  than  seven 
young  first-year  pitchers  were  drafted  by  other  clubs 
from  the  Red  Sox. 

It  was  a  signal  that  many  of  the  changes  instituted 
since  Mahoney  took  over  in  September,  1960  ...  re¬ 
vamping  of  the  Red  Sox  scouting  system  .  .  .  the  careful 
screening  of  each  young  man  in  the  club's  system  .  .  .  the 
intelligent  selection  of  promising  youngsters  throughout 
the  country  .  .  .  was  being  watched  closely  by  every 
other  major  league  team. 

Here,  of  course,  lies  the  real  key  to  the  future  for¬ 
tunes  of  the  Red  Sox  in  the  American  League.  How  fast

the  farm  system  can  develop  the  club’s  outstanding  young 
prospects  into  the  Red  Sox  stars  of  the  future. 

The  results  in  the  first  few  years  of  Mahoney’s  ad¬ 
ministration  have  been  very  encouraging — 1961  saw  the 
arrival  of  Carl  Yastrzemski  and  Chuck  Schilling;  in  1962; 
Dick  Radatz  arrived  as  a  full  fledged  major  leaguer;  last 
year,  it  was  Dave  Morehead  and  Bob  Heffner,  and  high 
hopes  are  held  for  the  arrival  in  the  next  few  years  of 
such  fine  prospects  as  Bill  Spanswick,  Rico  Petrocelli, 
Dalton  Jones,  Tony  Conigliaro,  Tony  Horton,  Pete 
Charton,  Dave  Gray,  Gage  Naudain  and  many  others. 
Currently  there  are  no  less  than  28  men  out  of  the  40 
on  the  official  Red  Sox  roster  who  are  products  of  the 
club’s  own  farm  system.

Doerr,  Mel  Parnell  and  Charlie  Wagner  play  a  key  role 
in  the  discovery  and  development  of  Red  Sox  stars  of  the 
future,  and  a  close  look  at  the  complete  list  of  scouts  on 


these  pages  will  reveal  some  of  the  greatest  names  in 
baseball’s  history. 

Former  Boston  College  baseball  star,  Ed  Kenney, 
works  directly  with  Neil  Mahoney  as  the  central  co¬ 
ordinator  of  all  Red  Sox  minor  league  activity,  teams, 
scouts,  players,  records,  etc.,  and  supervises  the  spring 
training  camps  for  the  minor  league  clubs  in  Deland  and 
Ocala,  Florida. 

The  future  looks  bright  for  any  young  man  who  signs 
with  the  Red  Sox  and  moves  forward  in  one  of  the  most 
efficient  farm  systems  in  baseball  today.

Johnny  Pesky 


One  of  the  most  popular  players  to  ever  wear  a  Red  Sox 
uniform,  he  became  one  of  the  club’s  most  popular  managers, 
especially  in  the  early  part  of  the  1963  season,  when  he  got 
the  Red  Sox  off  to  one  of  their  best  starts  in  years  and  had 
them  in  contention  until  mid-July  in  his  first  season  as  a 
major  league  manager. 

John  Michael  Paveskovich,  better  known  to  baseball  fans 
as  Johnny  Pesky,  and  to  close  associates  as  “The  Needle,” 
was  born  September  27,  1919  in  Portland,  Oregon. 

His  appointment  as  manager  of  the  Red  Sox  on  the  night 
of  October  6,  1962  in  New  York  City,  on  the  eve  of  the 
third  game  of  the  1962  World  Series,  was  the  latest  milestone 
in  a  notable  baseball  career,  which  began  when  he  was  a 
clubhouse  boy,  shining  shoes  and  serving  soft  drinks  to  the 
members  of  the  Portland  club  of  the  Pacific  Coast  League 
as  a  youngster. 

When  he  originally  signed  with  the  Red  Sox  in  late  1939, 
he  had  already  distinguished  himself  in  high  school  and 
amateur  baseball  ranks  throughout  the  Pacific  Northwest, 
and  he  wasted  no  time  moving  to  the  major  leagues. 

In  1940,  he  led  his  first  club,  Rocky  Mount,  with  187 
hits  as  a  lead-off  batter  and  a  batting  average  of  .325.  That 
jumped  him  right  to  triple  A  baseball  with  Louisville  of  the 
American  Association,  where  he  garnered  195  hits,  again 
hit  .325  and  was  selected  Most  Valuable  Player  in  the  league. 
In  his  first  season  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1942,  he  boosted  his 
batting  average  to  .331,  and  his  205  hits  not  only  led  the 
league  but  were  also  enough  to  tie  the  record  for  the  most 
hits  by  a  major  leaguer  in  his  first  full  season. 

After  spending  the  next  three  seasons  in  the  U.S.  Naval 
Air  Arm  as  a  flying  Lieutenant  Junior  Grade,  he  became 
one  of  the  key  players  in  the  Red  Sox  pennant  drive  of  1946, 
when  he  led  the  league  with  208  hits,  batted  .335  and  be¬ 
came  one  of  the  two  “table  setters”,  with  Dom  Dimaggio  for 
the  great  Ted  Williams. 

He  was  traded  to  Detroit  in  June,  1952,  after  a  distin¬ 
guished  Red  Sox  career  with  some  of  the  greatest  Red  Sox 
teams  of  all  time,  and  finished  his  major  league  playing 
career  with  the  Washington  Senators  in  1954. 

It  was  while  serving  as  player-coach  under  Ralph  Houk, 
present  Yankee  general  manager,  with  Denver  in  1955,  that 
he  made  up  his  mind  to  become  a  manager.  Johnny  credits 
Houk’s  encouragement  and  advice  with  being  a  major  factor 
in  his  decision. 

He  managed  in  the  Detroit  Tiger  farm  system  with  notable 
success  for  five  years,  before  rejoining  the  Red  Sox  as 
manager  of  their  triple  A  farm  club  in  Seattle  of  the  Pacific 


Coast  League  for  the  past  two  years.  In  his  first  year  as  a 
manager  in  1956,  he  directed  Durham  to  a  second  place 
finish  in  the  Carolina  League.  His  1957  Birmingham  club 
finished  sixth  in  the  Southern  Association,  the  only  time  any 
of  his  teams  has  failed  to  finish  in  the  first  division.  Following 
pennants  in  1958  and  1959  with  Lancaster  and  Knoxville,  he 
led  Victoria  into  a  tie  for  third  in  the  Texas  League.  Seattle 
finished  third  in  1961  and  fourth  in  1962  under  his  direction. 

At  Seattle,  he  handled  many  of  the  present  Red  Sox  per¬ 
sonnel  in  two  hustling  clubs,  which  impressed  all  observers 
with  their  excellent  condition  and  aggressiveness. 

It  was  during  his  Navy  days  that  he  met  and  married 
Ruth  Hickey  from  Lynn,  Mass.,  a  suburb  of  Boston,  and  he 
has  made  his  home  in  Greater  Boston  since  World  War  II. 
With  their  son,  David,  the  couple  presently  lives  in  Brookline, 
Mass.

William  J.  “Billy”  Herman 

Born:  July  7,  1909,  New  Albany,  Indiana.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home:  Pompano  Beach, 
Fla. 

This  is  his  fifth  season  as  Red  Sox  third  base  coach,  a  spot  where  he  ranks  with  the 
best  in  the  game. 

Always  rated  as  one  of  the  great  National  League  second  basemen  of  all  time  with 
the  Chicago  Cubs  and  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  from  1931  to  1946,  he  played  on  many  of 
the  greatest  teams  of  that  period.  He  was  a  Dodger  coach  from  1952  through  1957  and 
coached  with  the  Milwaukee  Braves  in  1958-59,  before  coming  to  the  Red  Sox.  In  his 
distinguished  career,  he  also  managed  briefly  with  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates.  He  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  one  of  the  best  golfers  and  bridge  players  in  baseball. 


Albert  W.  “Al”  Lakeman 


Born:  Dec.  31,  1918,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home:  Spartanburg,  South 
Carolina. 


He  will  handle  the  Red  Sox  bullpen  for  his  second  year,  after  working  with  Johnny 
Pesky  in  several  Detroit  Tiger  minor  league  spring  training  camps,  while  both  were 
managing  Detroit  farm  clubs. 

Al  was  a  former  big  league  catcher  for  many  years  with  the  Cincinnati  Reds,  Phila¬ 
delphia  Phillies  and  briefly  with  the  Boston  Braves  of  the  National  League  and  also  with 
the  Detroit  Tigers  in  the  American  League. 

He  was  managing  in  the  Tiger  farm  system  when  Pesky  invited  him  to  come  with 
the  Red  Sox.

He  took  over  the  first  base  coaching  duties  for  the  Red  Sox  last  season  after  handling 
those  chores  for  Johnny  Pesky  at  Seattle  as  player-coach  the  previous  two  years.  Origi¬ 
nally  he  signed  into  the  Cleveland  Indians  system  in  1947,  after  spending  two  and  a 
half  years  in  the  U.  S.  Navy.  He  was  with  the  Detroit  Tigers  in  the  American  League  in 
1955,  but  earned  his  chance  as  a  major  league  coach  because  of  the  wealth  of  baseball 
knowledge  he  acquired  in  1 1  years  in  triple  A  baseball  in  the  American  Association  and 
the  Pacific  Coast  League. 


Robert  W.  “Bob”  Turley 

Born:  Sept.  19,  1930,  Troy,  Illinois.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home:  Wilmington,  Delaware. 

Makes  his  debut  this  year  as  a  pitching  coach  after  a  great  American  League  pitching 
career  with  the  St.  Louis  Browns,  Baltimore  Orioles  and  principally  with  the  New  York 
Yankees.  His  biggest  year  was  1958,  when  he  completed  19  games  on  his  way  to  a  21-7 
record.  That  year,  he  won  the  Cy  Young  award  as  the  outstanding  pitcher  of  the  year, 
was  named  Major  League  Player  of  the  Year,  and  also  won  the  Hickok  Belt  as 
America’s  No.  1  Professional  Athlete.  He  joined  the  Red  Sox  last  July  after  being  re¬ 
leased  by  the  Los  Angeles  Angels.  A  keen  student  throughout  his  major  league  career 
he  is  expected  to  be  one  of  the  finest  young  pitching  coaches  in  the  game.

After  his  second  solid  season  for  the  Red  Sox, 
Bressoud  has  established  himself  as  one  of  the  better 
shortstops  in  the  American  League,  and  makes  his 
acquisition  from  the  Houston  Colts  in  November, 
1961,  for  Don  Buddin  stands  out  as  one  of  the  Red 
Sox  all-time  good  trades.  Although  his  average  drop¬ 
ped  in  1963,  he  ranked  third  on  the  club  with  20 
home  runs,  topped  only  by  Stuart  and  Clinton. 

Originally  signed  by  the  New  York  Giants  in  1950 
after  graduating  from  high  school.  He  spent  two  years 
in  the  Marine  Corps,  including  long  service  in  Japan, 
before  finally  becoming  regular  with  the  Giants  in 
San  Francisco  in  1958.  He  was  drafted  from  San 
Francisco  for  $75,000  in  National  League  expansion 
in  October  1961,  and  the  Colts  traded  him  to  the  Red 
Sox  for  Don  Buddin  in  November,  1961. 

Continued  his  education  and  graduated  from  U.C. 
L.A.  in  1960  .  .  .  currently  doing  graduate  work  at 
San  Jose  State  in  the  off-season.  Married  and  has  two 
sons  and  a  daughter.

Although  he  hit  a  career  high  of  22  home  runs  last  year,  with  77  RBI’s, 
his  batting  average  of  .232  was  a  major  disappointment  to  the  Red  Sox 
in  1963,  especially  after  his  sensational  second  half  of  the  1962  season, 
when  he  was  the  hottest  hitter  in  the  American  League.  A  return 
to  that  late  1962  pace,  when  he  hit  .326  in  his  last  85  games  of  the  season 
would  establish  him  as  one  of  the  league’s  top  outfielders. 

He  originally  signed  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1955  fresh  from  high 
school  and  was  named  Rookie  of  the  Year  with  Bluefield  of  the 
Appalachian  League.

Another  major  disappointment  of  the  1963  season,  when  arm  trouble 
sidelined  him  for  all  but  a  few  games.  His  arm  difficulties  probably  traced 
to  an  ankle  injury  suffered  late  in  the  National  Basketball  Association 
season  with  the  New  York  Knicks.  He  was  on  the  disabled  list  from 
June  to  September,  after  having  been  a  regular  starter  in  1962,  when 
he  won  15  games. 

He  came  to  the  Red  Sox  in  December,  1960,  in  a  straight  swap  with 
the  Philadelphia  Phillies  for  Frank  Sullivan.  At  that  time,  he  was  also  a 
member  of  the  World  Champion  Boston  Celtics  in  the  National  Basket¬ 
ball  Association  and  became  the  first  man  to  play  two  major  professional 
sports  in  the  same  city.

Originally  signed  by  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  at  a  tryout  camp  in  Cuba 
in  1953,  when  he  took  time  off  from  his  job  in  the  sugar  cane  fields  to 
participate.  Houston  obtained  him  for  $75,000  in  the  National  League 
expansion  draft,  and  he  was  traded  to  the  Red  Sox  for  Pete  Runnels 
in  November,  1962.

Married,  with  two  sons,  he  has 
also  become  a  radio-TV  sports  commentator  since 
joining  the  Red  Sox.

The  Boston  Press 

No  other  baseball  team  is  covered  more  intensively  by  the  press  than  the  Red  Sox,  and  as  a 
consequence  New  England  baseball  fans  are  probably  the  best  informed  of  any  in  the  nation. 

The  press  box  at  Fenway  Park  is  always  one  of  the  busiest  spots  in  the  American  League, 
with  anywhere  from  two  to  five  men  from  all  papers  in  the  area  covering  each  Red  Sox  home 
game. 

For  many  writers  the  Red  Sox  assignment  is  a  year  round  job.  They  follow  the  club  to  spring 
training,  travel  with  the  team  during  the  season,  track  trade  rumors  at  the  World  Series  and 
are  also  on  hand  for  minor  and  major  league  meetings. 

As  a  result  of  this  activity,  the  Boston  chapter  of  the  Baseball  Writers  Association  of  America 
has  become  one  of  the  largest  in  the  nation.  Larry  Claflin  of  the  Boston  Record-American  is  the 
current  chairman  of  the  Boston  chapter.

Another  reason  New  England  baseball  fans  are  among  the  best  in¬ 
formed  in  the  nation  has  been  the  continued  high  quality  of  the  Red 
Sox  broadcasts  and  telecasts  directed  for  the  past  13  years  by  Curt 
Gowdy. 

Wyoming  born  Gowdy  has  definitely  established  himself  as  the  na¬ 
tion’s  most  versatile  sportscaster.  He  has  achieved  national  fame  for 
his  work  in  World  Series  and  All  Star  games  in  baseball,  for  his  work 
in  college  football  and  the  American  Football  League  telecasts,  his 
basketball  work  in  pro  and  college  ranks  through  the  years,  and  the 
continued  excellence  of  his  descriptions  of  almost  every  sport  on  the 
American  Broadcasting  System’s  “Wide  World  of  Sports”  including 
the  past  Winter  Olympics  from  Innsbruck. 

He  was  an  outstanding  basketball  player  during  his  college  days  at 
the  University  of  Wyoming.  He  jumped  from  broadcasting  in  Chey¬ 
enne,  Wyoming  to  Oklahoma  City,  where  he  aired  the  Texas  League 
games,  before  he  joined  the  New  York  Yankees  staff  with  Mel  Allen 
in  1949.  Two  years  later,  he  was  appointed  number  one  announcer 
with  the  Red  Sox  and  has  been  in  New  England  ever  since.  He  lives 
in  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass.

A  Pennsylvania  native,  and  a  World  War  II  Marine  veteran,  Martin 
graduated  from  Duke  University.  At  Duke,  he  played  varsity  baseball 
and  was  an  outstanding  swimmer.  He  worked  in  the  advertising  and 
magazine  businesses,  prior  to  entering  the  radio  field  several  years  ago. 
He  had  worked  the  Charleston  Senators  games  in  West  Virginia  for 
three  years,  before  winning  the  auditions  to  come  to  the  Red  Sox  three 
years  ago.  His  football  work  with  Boston  University  and  most  recently 
doing  the  play-by-play  of  Yale’s  football  games  last  Fall  has  increased 
his  reputation  in  the  six  state  region.  He  lives  in  Wellesley,  Mass. 


Art  Gleeson  is  one  of  the  true  veterans  of  radio-TV  play  by  play 
announcing,  and  will  be  returning  for  his  fifth  year  on  the  Red  Sox 
network.  He  was  director  of  sports  for  the  Mutual  Broadcasting  Sys¬ 
tem  for  many  years,  airing  the  Mutual  “Game  of  the  Day”  before 
coming  to  Boston.  Before  that,  he  worked  with  Mel  Allen  and  the  New 
York  Yankees.  A  veteran  of  Navy  submarine  service  in  World  War  II, 
Gleeson  is  one  of  the  best  liked  men  in  baseball  and  broadcasting. 
He  commutes  during  the  winter  between  Massachusetts  and  Arizona.
